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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over David 
(U.S.Pub. No. 2002/0073046 Al) and Parthesarathy et al (U.S 6,353,926 Bl). 

3. As per claims 1, 1 1, 21, 3 1 & 32 David disclosed apparatus for managing a software 
component update on a computer system with a memory in response to an update request, the 
apparatus comprising: a component manager that receives the request, and has a parser that 
extracts from the request URL information which identifies the location of a file containing the 
software component resources for satisfying the request (page.l, paragraph.2 & page.5, 
paragraph.63). However David did not explicitly disclose a download manager that receives the 
URL information from the component manager and has a file retriever which asynchronously 
retrieves the file from the specified location, places the file in a staging area in the memory and 
notifies the component manager; and an install manager that is instructed by the component 
manager to asynchronously install the file in the staging area. In the same field of endeavor 
Parthesarathy disclosed a download manager that receives the URL information from the 
component manager and has a file retriever which asynchronously retrieves the file from the 
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specified location, places the file in a staging area in the memory and notifies the component 
manager; and an install manager that is instructed by the component manager to asynchronously 
install the file in the staging area (col.5, lines 61-67 & col.6, lines 1-13 & lines 14-31). 
It would have been obvious to one in the ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to have incorporated a component manager asynchronously retrieving file from a specified 
location as disclosed by Parthesarathy into an apparatus for managing software component 
update as disclosed by David in order to provide the software/data transfer in a more efficient 
and secure manner and as a result make the software component apparatus more stable and prone 
to unauthorized users. 

4. As per claims 2, 12, 22 & 33 David-Parthesarathy disclosed the apparatus of claim 1 
wherein the file contains an OSD description of the software component resources 
(Parthesarathy, col.6, lines 33-59). 

5. As per claims 3, 13, 23 & 34 David-Parthesarathy disclosed the apparatus of claim 1 
wherein the component manager comprises a security section that validates the file before 
installation (Parthesarathy, col. 8, lines 53-65). 

6. As per claims 4, 14, 24 & 35 David-Parthesarathy disclosed the apparatus of claim 1 
further comprising a manifest contains a list of all software components installed on the 
computer system (David, page. 5, paragraph.62 & page. 9, paragraph. 1 1 6). 
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7. As per claims 5, 1 5, 25 & 36 David-Parthesarathy disclosed the apparatus of claim 4 
wherein the component manager comprises a mechanism that responds to the request by 
checking the manifest to ascertain whether the requested software component is already installed 
on the computer system (David, page.9, paragraphs 16). 

8. As per claims 6, 16, 26 & 37 David-Parthesarathy disclosed the apparatus of claim 1 
wherein the component manager comprising a polling mechanism that periodically polls 
component locations to locate new component version (Parthesarathy, col.5, lines 61-67 & col.6, 
lines 1-10) . 

9. As per claims 7, 17, 27 & 38 David-Parthesarathy disclosed the apparatus of claim 1 
wherein the software components include system components that are required for operation of 
the apparatus and application components that are not required for operation of the apparatus and 
wherein the apparatus further comprises a system component manager that receives requests for 
system components and a system component installer that is started by the system component 
manger (Parthesarathy, col.5, lines 61-67 & col.6, lines 1-67) . 

10. As per claims 8, 18, 28 & 39 David-Parthesarathy disclosed the apparatus of claim 7 
wherein the system component installer comprises a system controller that shuts the system 
component manager down before installing in-use components (Parthesarathy, col.5, lines 61-67 
& col.6, lines 1-31). 
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11. As per claims 9, 19, 29 & 40 David-Parthesarathy disclosed the apparatus of claim 8 
wherein the system controller comprises a mechanism for restarting the system component 
manager after system components have been installed (Parthesarathy, col. 5, lines 61-67 & col. 6, 
lines 1-31). 

12. As per claims 10, 20, 30 & 41 David-Parthesarathy disclosed the apparatus of claim 1 
wherein the component manager comprises an activation factory for activating installed software 
components (David, page. 6, paragraph. 76 & page. 9, paragraphs 10).
